The condemned man, with a great ef- 


fort, raised hinualf, his face turned 
Irrid and his hands and limbs trembled 
coBTnMvely despite bk effort* to ap- 
pttr careless of his fate. 


This trembling continued until the 


lut moment. He coold hardly stand, 
iad his limbs were K> stiff with cold 
md fright that his clothes Trere put on 
him with utmost difficulty. 


In reply to the governor, whether he 


would have breakfast, Santo declined 
either food or drink. He aim refused 
religions consolation from the priest. 


Asked whether he desired to speak to 


the judge, he replied in the negative, 
He also declined to see his counsel. 


"Have you any last wishes to com- 


mnnicate ?" he was asked. 


"No,"

letters to my mother."

Nuw YOUK, Aug. 16.—Mr. Klopsc'l 


of The Christian Herald has just ro 
turned from Washington, where he hac 
an interview with Ye Sag Sob, the Co 
rean minister, about his starving conn 
trymen and tho best way to help them 
Mr. Klopsoh said that he asked the mill 
ister the causo to which he attributec 
the present condition of his country. * 


"Two years ago," tlie minister re" 


sppnded, "our country had too much 
rain to raise any crop, and lost year we 
hod hardly any rain, withlike disastron, 
effect.^ This year the Japanese and Chi 
nose invasion took place, when oui 
armies were required in the field. Our 
people were driven from their homes 
to the mountains, and the crops all died 
As we ore principally an agricultnra 
nation, the distress resulting is pitiful 
Four out of the eight provinces are of 
fected aud more than a million people 
are facing starvation." 


Mr. Klopsuh asked if the Coreau gov 


eminent 
had adopted any effective 


measures for relief. 


"Our people are poor," replied the 


minister, "our country is poor and our 
govemniout is poor. There is not nvticl 
we can do for ourselves, hut what little 
could be done has already been done 
Food is most urgently required, but tha 
c_an not be secured here and shipped ii 
time to bo of practical value. But al- 
most equally important is seed. Give 
us seed that we can sow for next ye;ir's 
harvest. If wo can get this, perinoneni 
relief is almost suro to follow. We con 
grow almost everything—wheat, oats, 
beets, barley, corn and rice." 


The niiuisl or said that a cargo of grain 


should bo shipped from San lYaiiciis 
to Chemulpo, aud that the voyage wotL 
occupy abcme 25 days.

HOW WIRE is MAOC. 


t* K Very In4««ttof «a< 
Kwhaalotl "— tin 


Tfcs rod is received by the wire draw- 
in the form of a coil, the rod being 


of varying section and tho ooil of a 
weight depending upon the purpose fox 
which it in Intended. One end of the 
rod la pointed and somewhat reduced 
jy machinery. The coil is then given a 
y\tk in mild ncid to remove all oxida- 
ion, afterward washed in limowater 
;o give a drawing surface and is finally 
dried in a proper oven. When ready for 
drawing, the pointed rod is inserted in 
one OJf the holes of a drawing plate. This 
jlate is generally of stoel, bnt some fac- 
tories oso cast iron. The drawing hole* 
are conical, and the lod is inserted from 
the larger end. On the other sido of the 
?late the pointed <md is seized by pow- 


pinchers and pulled until enough has 


seen drnwa through to allow of its bu- 
:ng passed around :iud fastened to a 
Irorn or reel which is driven by power. 
OH course the rod is reduced ianrea and 
much elongated, and this without any 
perceptible loss of metal. While passing 
shrongu the plats it is kept lubricated 
with what is called wire drawers' soap 
or grease. After being druwu through 
;his first hole it is pitt through a series 
of smaller ones until it has been bronght 
down to the requisite size. But the com- 
pression and disturbance of the structure 
jf the rod consequent upon llicso reduc- 
tions havo lurdenod it so much that at 
certain stages it is necessary to stop the 
process and soften the metal by anneal- 
ing. After this it is again washed in 
acid, etc., and tho drawing to resumed. 
Iron and the harder grades of steel re- 
quire five or six annealings while being 
raduoed to the finer gauges of wire. But 
the manufacture of soft steel and the 
details of rolling it into rods have been 
so perfected that soft steel rods can now 
be drawn into fence vnro without any 
cleaning or annealing. 
After the final 


drawing the wire is fiuibhed in various 
ways, depending upon the purposes for 
which it is intended. 


No matter of what metal the wire 


may "bo composed, the same general sys- 
tem of drawing is used, varying more 
or less according to tho metal. Includ- 
ing gold, silver, platinum, copper, etc., 
the commercial sizes of wire run from 
one-fourth inch to one-seven hundredth 
inch in diameter. — Cassier's Magazine.

TOO 
SPARROWS. 


Bird I* .Not lii'ou a Favorite 
Ills Own Home. 


It appears tiiat the detested Etighsh 


sparrow is by no moans a general favor- 
ite in his own homo acrobs the water, 
where liis habits have been more care- 
fully noted. 


In tho course of his paper on "Wild 


Birds Useful and lujmions," in the 
Royal Agricultural society's journal, 
Mr. C. F. Aiuhibuld says: "Tbe sparrow 
bus received an overflowing measure of 
abu&e from farmers aud gardeners, and, 
notwithstanding all that has boon nrged 
in its favor by enthusiastic advocates, 
thero can bellttlu doubt that it deserves 
a largo share of tlie vituperation be- 
stowed upon it. The keynote to the spar- 
row's character is to bo found in the 
delusion under vhich it labors that 
corn growing is < arried on for its es- 
pecial benefit. Gnuu is undoubtedly the 
mainstay of the spariow. 
This it ob- 


tains in tho fields at seedtime, when 
sprouting, in tbe unripe, milky condi- 
tion, and when fully matured. At this 
last named period a quantity of groin is, 
wasted by being shaken out on the 
ground by fho birds, in addition to tbe 
amount actually consumed. At this 
time, too, numbers of sparrows which 
live for tho greater part of the year iu 
towns are tempted to visit the field, 
their grimy appearan* proclaiming 
their usual haunts. 


"In gardens tho sparrow finds fall 


scope for its destructive propensities in 
devouring poas, of which it is very fond, 
as well as a few gooseberries and cher- 
ries. In the most mischievous way, too, 
it pulls to pieces the flowers of the 
crocus, dahlia, primrose, polyanthus, 
hepntica, heartsease, wistaria, felie shoots 
of pinks and carnations, the pods of tlie 
laburnum and tho blossom of fruit 
trees. It also does considerable damage 
to_bods of youug radishes and lettuces, 
besides levying toll on the grass seeds 
sown on lawns. 
On the other band, it 


must bo freoly admitted that the spar- 
row does a great deal of good. 


"Among tho jxasts destroyed by tbe 


sparrows are wireworms, daddy long- 
legs, weevils from peas and beans, 
aphides, caterpillars of various kinds, 
hottseflies, 'bluo beetles,' *black beetles' 
and white butterflies. In some districts 
choviss, otherwise known as Maybugs, 
occasionally do immense damage, and 
at such times sparrows have been seen 
with their mouths crammed full of 
them. Tho quality of weed seeds which 
tlie sparrow eats must also be placed to 
ita credit, for in this way is helps to 
suppress such objectionable planti as 
charlock, corn bmd weed, goosofoot, 
knotgrass, hnfctercup, dandelion, chick- 
weed and dock."

Luck of Aocom in 01 lilt ton R In tho Crcca- 


roum and Boliim! tlio Scones. 


The janitor has an important bearing 


on the actor's condition, ^hich fiudh its 
expression is his playing and possibly 
on his nervous organization. 
He sup- 


pliua the liou^e and in most casos fur- 
nishes quarters fen* the autors sueli_£.i no 
self respecting slave owner would iii 
the old days hav« condemned a falave to 
occupy. 


For tho public nothing is too good. 


For tho actor, ou the other hand, any- 
thing 's good enough. Instead of silkeu 
draperies, he fimlb only a tattered cur- 
tain at the window, if indeed he fiud 
a curtain at all, or oveu a window 
which it might caver. Instead of boft, 
comfortable chiinfc, 0110 woodou chaii 
uonu too clean, or a chair minus a back, 
will bo the onl.r scat, and not infre- 
quently, if ho wishes to bit down, he 
must do fio on Ms trunk. Insitead of 
delicately tinted walls, ho will fmd dirty 
walls which have not been treated even 
to a coat of whitewash for yeais. While 
in the auditorium a soft carpet covers 
the floor, iu the -actor's room a, carpet 
raieiy exists, or, if by chance there be 
something which ouco was a carpel, it 
is feo dirty that itwould be better away. 


The washing appliances of tho actor's 


room, if they aro iouud at all, usually 
consist of a su-atl basin with a tap of 
running water. 
Most people would ex- 


pect that, as the winter is tho theatrical 
season aud the pamta used by the ac- 
tors are made with grease, hot water 
would he at hand. But this is rarely 
the caso, und in mauy instances running 
water in tho drc^tng rooms is unknown. 
It is not uncommon for actors to refrain 
from using tho bnsins, preferring to 
move tho "makeup" as well aq posbiblo 
with viihLhuo and to wait until the 
hotel is lunched Lo complete this portion 
of thu toilet.

and peel of three lemons, one pint of 
sherry wine, one quart of pulverized 
sugar. Grate the lemon peels and 
squeeze out the juice, add sugar and 
pour over these the wine; stir until 
sugar is thoroughly moistened and 
then slowly add the cream. 
When 


mixed take whip-dash and with table- 
spoon remove the floating -bubbles 
which rise to the surface. 
Drop the 


contents of the spoon Into lemonade 
glasses, continuing this process until 
all the cream is whipped. ' If the 
mixture 
becomes too tliick and 


creamy to make bubbles, dilute it 
with sweet milk. This quantity will 
make thirty to forty glasses or fill a 
four-quart glass bowl. Great care 
must be taken not to dip the spoon 
too deeply into the mixture; the froth 
is what is desired.

A BOOM FOR TOM JOHNSON. 


A Republican Jftwur Nominate! 


cratlo Candidate For Prusldimt. 


The Democrats of northern Ohio art 


just now taking an unusual interest in 
the great political tragedy which their 
party is placing upon the boards of th 
national theater at Washington. Thei 
chagrin at the failure of their party tc 
keep ita pledges knows no bounds. The; 
are in favor of a radical reduction of the 
tariff, and upon thafc line they are moss 
ing their forces for 1890. They will fa- 
vor only auch a candidate for the presi 
dency as will voice this sentiment, i 
general opinion prevails here that the 
man whose political course has been con 
Bisteat and who has the best claim to 
the honor of a Democratic nomination is 
an Ohioan. He is a free trader, a- single 
tax advocate and a Henry George adher 
ent. That Ohio Democrat ia Congress 
man Tom L. Johnson of the Twenty 
first district. This sentiment, thus far 
is confined to northern Ohio. Two ar- 
guments are advanced in favor of John- 
son by his followers. He is absolutely 
consistent and is not prominently con- 
nected with any particular faction of his 
party in Ohio. He is not as near to the 
Cleveland administration as is e±-Gov 
ernor Campbell, hut much nearer than 
Senator Bri.ce. 


There are many reasons why Demo- 


crats think thoro is reason to believe the 
nomination is coming west of the Alle- 
ghany mountains. Ohioanssay theparty 
must not go too far west. They believe 
the Republicans will find their candidate 
in northern Ohio and in the person oi 
Governor McKinley, and why, eay the 
Democrats, should we not Bnd oar lead- 
er on the same ground? They say, too, 
that ao man in Ohio has been more pro- 
noun ced in his opposition to Governor 
McKtoley's views than has the free trade 
representative of this district. 


Judge E. J. Blandin of Cleveland, who 


stands among the most influential party 
advisers of the state, made a significant 
remark the other day in characterizing 
Congressman Johnson. "He is a Napo- 
leon," declared the judge. "He is am- 
bitious to be a Vanderbilt and equally 
ambitious to he pr-.isident of the United 
States. He will he a Vanderbilt, and ha 
maybe president of the United States." 


Judgs Blandin's views will find ap- 


proval in many minds. Men who know 
Johnson admire him. Like tho immor- 
tal Elaine, lie ia magnetic; like Presi- 
dent Cleveland, he cares for no party 
faction; but, like great Caesar, he is am- 
bitious. 


He is a man of immense wealth and at 


;he same time has a big following among 
;he laboring classes. By a display of 
frankness at least he has made for him- 
self a substantial following. Tom L, 
Johnson occupies a unique position. In 
jhio politics. The boldness of his viewa 
las fascinated men who hold opinions 
entirely at variance with his own. An 
outspoken warrior in the areaa of poli- 
ics is a novelty. It is especially difficult 
'or Ohio Democrats to find a leader just 
now whoao views are known. In John- 
ion a leader has been found whose polit- 
cal. creed is as clearly outlined and as 
'earlesaly proclaimed as is the creed of 
Governor McKinley, whom Ohioans, re-
